of  your  Council, 

There  are  no  arrangements  for  nursing  infeotious  diseases  and  none 
are  required  as  the  patients  are  removed  to  Congleton  Isolation  Hospital, 
unless  private  isolation  can  be  provided.  No  special  arrangement  is  • 
made  for  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  whioh  have  to  be  looked  after  at  home,, 
except  in  complicated  cases  of  whooping  cough  which  may  be  admitted  to  the 
West  Heath  Sanatorium,  " *
